FLASH OF CIVILIZATION 

Republicans at a mosque brings out 
the worst in some 



arlier this year, Zavier Bicott sat 
down with the leaders of the Dar 
Al-Farooq Islamic Center. 

He was there to talk about what 
city amenities could use improvement. 
Instead, he got an interesting question. 

‘‘One of our members got to know that 
Zavier was a Republican,” says Dar Al- 
Farooq’s executive director, Mohamed Omar. 
(Bicott chairs the Republican Liberty Caucus 
of Minnesota.) Members asked him why 
Republicans attack Islam, and why they 
aren’t open to Muslims joining the party. 

This is a question of particular impor¬ 
tance to Dar Al-Farooq, which has been 
attacked by people who see Islam as some¬ 
thing opposed to American life, rather than 
part of it. Last summer, a bomb went off at 
the Islamic Center. 

No one was hurt, and some conservatives 
(including Donald Trump advisor Sebas¬ 
tian Gorka) suggested the explosion had 


the makings of an inside job, a PR stunt to 
garner S5mipathy. 

In March, three Illinois men were arrested 
for the bombing. Investigators said the men 
wanted to scare Muslims out of the country. 

Bicott has run into a less extreme ver¬ 
sion of this sentiment before. There’s this 
notion, he says, that there’s only room in the 
Republican party for “old rich white men.” 
He doesn’tthink thaf s true. The Republican 
Liberty Caucus, he says, is very open-minded. 
There’s room for everyone interested in the 
libertarian philosophy of “individual rights, 
limited government, and free markets,” 
according to the group’s website. 

So Bicott arranged to have the Republican 
Liberty Caucus’s May 12 convention at Dar 
Al-Farooq. They’d conduct their normal 
convention duties and bring in Muslim 
Republicans to share their stories. 

“We want to show the Republican party 
as a viable option,” Bicott says. 


Not everyone is as welcoming. The Repub¬ 
lican Liberty Caucus posted the event on 
Facebook, and a chain of comments stretched 
hundreds of entries long. “Only brainwashed 
Republicans would agree to step foot into 
that mosque!” reads one response. “To align 
with Islam is a huge mistake,” says another. 

“I don’t even know what we did to make 
them so uncomfortable,” says Omar. Con¬ 
ventions happen in religious centers all the 
time, he says. This is no different. Their 


doors are open to anyone who wants to 
come in and use the space. 

Bicott’s aware of the online squabbling, 
but he says, “quantitatively,” there’s been 
more support than flak for the plan. He 
wishes people wouldn’t use Facebook for 
this kind of argument anyway. Those who 
support the caucus should donate or come 
to the convention. And those who disagree 
should just not come. That’s what personal 
liberty is all about, -hannah jones

The Worst and the Slightest 

The 9 dumbest ideas of the 2018 Legislature 


T he 134 members ofthe Minnesota 
House of Representatives have 
combined to introduce nearly 
1,800bills. Their 67 counterparts 
in the Senate have produced almost 1,500. 
Many proposals are duplicates, or recycled 
from years past, or authored strategically by 
a legislator working to appease a constitu¬ 
ency—sometimes, even just one person, if he 
or she has the right sort of bank accounts. 

Only a small percentage of these bills 
will be passed and signed into law. The 
vast majority of bills don’t go an 5 rwhere, 
and that’s just as well. Many are shock¬ 
ingly stupid. 

Below, read through a list of nine of the 
very worst ideas elected representatives 
have come up with... since late February. 

The Porn-Free Phones Act 

This bill would require businesses making or 
selling products with internet capability to 
come with a feature that blocks ‘'any obscene 
material.” Rep. Peggy Bennett (R-AlbertLea) 
also wants device manufacturers to set up 
“a Web site or call center” where people 
could “report unblocked obscene material.” 
Oh, Peggy. Sweet, innocent Peggy. Do you 
know how much new porn shows up online 
every day? The anti-porn crusaders would 
spend all day, every day on the phone with 
some poor call center employee. “Can you 
describe the penis?” (Pause.) “In that case, 
why don’t you start with the penis of the 
gentleman on the left?” 

The Crank-Choice Voting Act 

GOP Sen. Mark Koran wants ranked-choice 
voting banned, sa34ng it “just confuses vot¬ 
ers.” Maybe in North Branch, where he’s 
from. But they don’t use it; Minneapolis and 


St. Paul do. And last year, both cities had 
their highest voter turnout in more than 
a decade. If the people of North Branch 
are confused by the cities’ voting practices, 
consider us just as perplexed by their curi¬ 
ous decision to elect Mark Koran. 

Pic-a-nic Basket Prohibition 

One passage in House File 3242, authored by 
Rep. Clark Johnson (DFL-North Mankato) 
states flatly: “Feeding a bear by hand or 
other physical contact is prohibited.” But 
let’s think this through. What if a bear eat¬ 
ing the sandwich out of some man’s hand 
and the Fritos off his lap was not the guy’s 
idea, but the bear’s? Now this poor guy’s 
out a sandwich, chips, a finger, a testicle... 
and he’s the one going to jail? 

The Vfor Vendetta Scared Me Bill 

This bill would criminalize protesting while 
hiding one’s face “by a mask or otherwise.” 
Its author. Rep. Matt Dean, R-Dellwood, is 
an outspoken (and outrageous) critic of lefty 
Antifa protesters—“punks and thugs,” he 
called them—but says nothing about armed 
and creepy neo-Nazis who demonstrated at 
the Capitol. Dean, at least, is no extremist: 
He makes an exception for face coverings 
if the temperature is “below zero degrees.” 
See? Would the Nazis do that? 

The “Keep Drinking, 

You’ll Get Used to It” Act 

Ever notice the water coming out of your 
tap looks or tastes funny? Does it make you 
a little nervous? Under this proposal, you 
could keep that nervousness literally on the 
tip of your tongue for years! Sen. Andrew 
Matthews, R-Milaca, wants to give public 
wastewater treatment plants violating new 


pollution standards five full years before any 
punishment goes into effect. How much 
tap water does someone drink in five years? 
If this bill passed, maybe none? 

The Minnesota Measles Freedom Bill 

Back in February, the Vaccine Safety Council 
for Minnesota invited lawmakers to a secret 
meeting at the Minneapolis Club. On the 
menu: hors d’oeuvres and fear. This bill 
from Sen. Jim Abeler (R-Anoka) would 
require the state health commissioner to 
“consult” with the group—which peddled 
junk science about “vaccine-damaged” kids 
to Somali parents amid the shocking 2017 
comeback of measles in this state—before 
making any changes to the state’s immuni¬ 
zation requirements. Next, legislators will 
force planners working on the Southwest 
Light Rail Transit line to get their proposals 
approved by a horse. 

The Cute Little Shooters Bill 

Wisconsin: “Kids as young as nine years old 
should get hunting licenses.” Minnesota: 
“Hold my beer... and my kid’s rifle, it’s too 
heavy for him to get a good grip on it.” After 
Wisconsin lowered its hunting age, critics 
and comics from around the country sav¬ 
aged the Scott Walker-backed move. Rep. 
Chris Swedzinski (R-Ghent), meanwhile, 
wants to lower Minnesota’s licensed hunt¬ 
ing age to eight. Eight! Ever hung out with 
an eight-year-old? Would you trust one to 
even hold your phone? 

The Loophole in One Bill 

Stand back, tax-hating rich people. Rep. 
Joe Hoppe (R-Chaska) is reaching for new 
heights. Hoppe wants to exempt from sales 
taxes some of Minnesota’s least common.

least necessary purchases: tickets to “major 
professional golf tournaments.” These would 
include the US. Open, the PGA Champion¬ 
ship, and the Ryder Cup, the international 
competition pitting Americans against 
Europeans—who would, if they heard of 
Hoppe’s bill, struggle to make solid contact 
with the ball, since they’ll spend the entire 
day shaking their heads. 

The “Stop Me Before 1 Legislate Again” Act 

The Legislature traditionally begins each 
odd-numbered year with the responsibil¬ 
ity of passing a state budget; it tradition¬ 
ally ends May of each odd-numbered year 
trying to pass every single dollar of it in 
one panicked last-minute rush. Mistakes 
get made. Even worse is what they do on 
purpose, sneakingugly policy into big bud¬ 
get bills the governor is obliged to sign. In 
recognition of this ineptitude, a bill from 
Rep. Randy Jessup (R-Shoreview) would 
fund government agencies at 90 percent 
of the existing budget in the event of a 
government shutdown. Great idea! That 
way, they don’t even have to try to pass a 
budget, and can get back to what they do 
best: writing bad bills. 03

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T here’s a clamor of men in dark 
jackets waiting at the corner 
of 10th Street and Currie Ave¬ 
nue in downtown Minneapo¬ 
lis, sucking down cigarettes 
beneath power lines draped 
with weather-beaten high-tops. They stand 
with their backs pressed against the cold 
facade of a granite tower where the word 
‘"HOPE” hangs in chunky capital letters, 
killing time while passing cars kick up 
snow and slush. 

The Salvation Army’s Harbor Light 
Center is the only place people can go for 
basic overnight shelter without having 
to prove they’re sober. There are no drug 
screens at the door, based on the belief that 
total abstinence is neither a realistic nor 
humane price for sanctuary from the cold. 
With that comes the caveat that addictions, 
with all their baggage, must not threaten 
the delicate peace of nearly 400 people 
packed nightly into a four-story community 
of transient faces. 

Last fall, when program director Trish 
Thacker arrived at Harbor Light, an out¬ 
break of the bizarre street drug K2 in Hen¬ 
nepin County sent 177 people to the hospital 
in the span of three weeks, a spontaneous 
spike that averaged out to one overdose a 
day in 2017. 

Compared with 153 opioid-related deaths 
in the entirety of the county the previous 
year, the destruction wrought on Minne¬ 
apolis by this little understood ‘'synthetic 
marijuana” came as a major shock. Police 
busted half a dozen alleged dealers, but so 
far in 2018, the number of K2 overdoses has 
doubled, accordingto Hennepin Emergency 
Medical Services. 

Even more alarming for Thacker was 
how it struck the hubs of Minneapolis’ 
homeless—Catholic Charities in Phillips, 
the detox center at 18th and Chicago, and 
Harbor Light downtown. 

The drug would instantly seize control 
of its victims and cause them to lash out 
in intensely aggressive, erratic, and self¬ 
destructive ways. Fights would break 
out on multiple floors at the same time, 
Thacker says, spreading security thin. 
Once she watched a man, restrained from 
attacking another, appear to pop his arm 
out of its socket in his determination to 
keep swinging. 

Terron Williams, who has managed secu¬ 
rity at Harbor Light going on six years, is 
as wise as anyone to the normal ebb and 
flow in the street use of illicit drugs. With 
marijuana, people would smoke and peace 
out. Heroin, the^d nod off The unpredict¬ 
ability of K2 was a different monster. 

Sitting at the front desk, scanning the 
security reels, Williams would watch people 
hit their pipes, fall over, and crack their heads 
on the brick steps of the shelter. One day 
he stepped outside to find a client sweating 
and straining, having wedged himself hard 
against the side of the building to keep the

walls from crumbling down. 

Some clients did K2 every day, Williams 
says, foaming at the mouth, lying on the 
sidewalk, flailing against paramedics who 
come to the rescue. Sometimes the K2 is 
laced with PGP or embalming fluid, which 
leaves users with permanent brain damage. 

“They go the hospital, and get back and 
do the same thing,” Williams says. “That’s 


what makes it dangerous. When you can 
hit it and pass straight out and you hit your 
head on something and break your head 
open, and when the ambulance comes you 
fight the ambulance because you don’t 
wanna go?” 

Williams tries to talk them off It changes 
the “sweetest guys in the world” into com¬ 
pletely different people. 


Mostly, they do it to cheat probation 
officers. Synthetic marijuana, manu¬ 
factured with ever-changing chemical 
profiles, doesn’t show up on traditional 
drug tests. They use for the same reasons 
anyone gets high, Thacker says: to cope, to 
escape, to find relief from life’s hardships 
that weigh heaviest on the homeless, who 
have a higher incidence of mental health 
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anything smokable.

problems and chemical dependency to 
start with. 

The dealers are only too aware. Like buz¬ 
zards, the same people keep selling odorless, 
undetectable K2 on the street while off-duty 
police stand inside the doors. Before Harbor 
Light asked for the removal of the metered 
parking spots out front, dealers would sit 
in their cars and preside over an open-air 
drug market. Williams would chase them 
off, and they’d amble right back. 

Clients who cause repeat disturbances 
are placed on behavioral contracts, a final 
warning before getting kicked to the curb. 
Once they’re banned from Harbor Light, 
there’s nowhere else to go. To forestall that, 
the shelter purchased advanced urine analy¬ 
sis kits that catch some of the chemicals 
commonly found in K2. It’s considering 
hiring a security company to drive around 
the building this summer as a deterrent. 

The spike last fall caused a brief uproar. 
But Williams believes the problem is only 
getting worse as the days grow warmer. 

THE ELUSIVE HIGH 

People have always craved the effects of 
marijuana, the pain-relieving benefits 
and psychotropic euphoria. Despite the 
outsized criminalization, and anti-drug 
propaganda, users are forever seeking that 
high because the effects are so desirable, 
the side effects seemingly negligible. 

Pharmaceutical companies, pragmatically 
interpretingpublic demand and anticipating 
correctly the remunerative opportunities 
for medical use, began to develop synthetic 
cannabinoid programs in the 1980s. They 
cooked up chemical compounds in their labs 
which, when ingested, would bind withbrain 
cells equipped with cannabinoid receptors 
and mimic the effects of real weed. 


The idea was that such chemicals, as an 
alternative to addictive opioids and illegal 
marijuana, could help patients undergoing 
chemotherapy to eat and control their pain. 

But the experiments were lackluster. 
The synthetic cannabinoids were tested 
on animals to mixed results. Meanwhile, 
states began to legalize natural marijuana, 
and drug companies didn’t think it made 
much sense to continue investingmillions— 
at times billions. None of the chemicals 
were ever used for a legitimate commercial 
purpose. 

Yet their methods were immortalized in 
scientific journals, which were purchased 
by opportunistic drug dealers who studied 
closely the references to unnatural potency, 
while ignoring the total absence of data on 
toxicity. These lab-designed drugs were 
never tested on humans in a clinical setting. 
No one really knows how poisonous they 
are. But that didn’t matter to distributors, 
who saw only a golden formula for stronger 
drugs and more cash. 

K2 doesn’t take much to produce. Pro¬ 
fessor David Ferguson of the University 
of Minnesota’s Center for Drug Design 
describes the process as opening a garage 
or storage unit, ordering some laboratory 
fume hoods, and buying the basic chemi¬ 
cal building blocks off the dark web to be 
shipped through UPS or FedEx. Dealers 
follow the procedures published by the 
world’s top chemists, and spray it on herbs, 
grass, sawdust, whatever it takes to make 
it smokable. 

‘They’ll put all sorts of things in them 
that have extreme psychotropic effects,” 
Ferguson says. “People will think they’re 
getting high, but well, actually, you’re hav¬ 
ing a schizophrenic episode.” 

It used to be that head shops would 
stock S5mthetic marijuana under a vari¬ 


ety of sobriquets—K2, Spice, 
Scooby Snax, AK-47,24Karat 
Gold, Legal Weed. They’d 
hurt people, but they were 
difficult to outlaw because 
the web is teeming with 
thousands of shapeshifting 
chemical analogs. Their 
structure would follow a 
certain molecular scaffold, 
in which the principal atoms 
formed a telltale meatball 
and only the spaghetti sub¬ 
structures that wrap around 
would vary. 

The DEA would ban one, 
only to have another instantly 
take its place. Prosecution 
required escorting juries 
upon a leap of reason, con¬ 
vincing them that technically 
legal drugs were just as bad 
as the illegal ones, and that 
distributors knew it. 

In 2014 the DEA raided 
the Duluth head shop the 
Last Place on Earth, which made tens 
of thousands of dollars a day selling syn¬ 
thetic marijuana to hordes of customers 
who would wait in line for 30 minutes at 
a time. Addicts would hit these products 
all day long in 10-minute intervals, selling 
plasma to afford the habit. 

The ensuing trial was like the holy grail 
of synthetic marijuana takedowns. Owner 
Jim Carlson’s lawyers raised hell over 
how these drugs were originally created 
in legitimate laboratories, that he’d made 
sure to discontinue products as soon as 
their active compounds were banned, and 
that he had no control over people who 
chose to smoke products labeled “pipe 


cleaners” and “potpourri.” Yet the pros¬ 
ecution prevailed, showing how Carlson 
repackaged bulk quantities of synthetic 
marijuana from California into smaller 
bags for retail, encouraged his employees 
to smoke it and record their experiences, 
and advised undercover officers about its 
ability to subvert drug tests. 

Carlson was ultimately sentenced to 17 
years imprisonment, and Minnesota passed 
a law that went beyond its federal counter¬ 
part to ban copycat S5mthetics. 

Nevertheless, stores continue to stock 
synthetic marijuana, says special agent Ken 
Solek of the DEA’s Minneapolis-St. Paul 


district. They keep it behind the counter, 
available for sale to those who know what 
to ask for. 

“They see new ones come out on the 
market and you try to push to have them 
listed [as illegal],” says Ferguson of the U of 
M. “Unless it’s a big problem, we tend not 
to do an54hing though—a bus crash, a train 
accident, a famous athlete gets caught with 
it, or young people begin to die.” 

rffEFilCES OF GUERHICA 

Last fall a young woman, 19 and a recent 
high school graduate, found herself roam¬ 
ing Nicollet Mall the way she and her 
friends would do every day after school. 
She’s a vivacious talker, a bright-eyed, 
twiggy fashionista with a vision of opening 
up her own business with a degree from 
the Minneapolis Community and Techni¬ 
cal College. She asked not to be named. 

A boy she knew from high school offered 
her a hit from his blunt. No stranger to mari¬ 
juana, she accepted. 

Within a matter of seconds, the world 
burned with vibrancy before everything 
turned upside-down. Waves of paralyzing 
fear rolled over her, switching off motor 
controls and taking her mind hostage. She 
felt like she was conscious but unconscious. 
Her hand looked big, her arm small. Her 
head ballooned, her legs shrunk into reedy 
tendrils as her body began to seep into the 
ground. It felt like a million demonic enti¬ 
ties were swooping in and out of her, while 
all around strangers’ faces stretched and 
jumbled like a scene out of a Picasso paint¬ 
ing. She couldn’t feel her heart beat. 

She remembers the scream of the ambu¬ 
lance that came, and strangers sticking her 
with a needle that made her pass out. 


She woke in the hospital with a tube 
down her throat, cheeks swollen like a 
squirrel’s. It would be two days before 
she was discharged. Friends said she’d 
convulsed, vomiting white foam. She was 
told her heart stopped. 

The woman’s eyes well with tears as she 
recounts the experience. “The scariest thing 
I’ve ever been through. The kind of stuff I 
saw, nobody would want to see.” 

About a month after her hospitalization, 
she says K2 made her cousin run out of his 
house naked and across the street, where 
his mother found him crouched behind a 
trash can, masturbating.

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she can only imagine why the boy from 
school would give her K2. Maybe it was just 
to give her a taste in case she reacted well 
and wanted to buy more, or maybe just to 
see a show She tried to pick a fight with 
him near Fourth and Hennepin the next 
time she saw him, demanding to know 

‘'He didn’t have no remorse, nothing,” 
she says. There were lots of people around. 
He shrugged and insisted he’d warned her 
it was K2. ‘T was like. Whatever you do, 
don’t buy from him. He’s crazy. He’s gonna 
offer you something and he’s gonna tell you 
it’s your fault.’” 

Months afterward, she acknowledges 
responsibility for taking the blunt. She says 
the trauma of that episode scared her back 
into getting serious about college. 

“I’m kind of glad I went through it, so I 
could tell people what I experienced on it. 
My advice is if you wanna smoke pot, buy 
it from someone you know. You could go 
to the hospital like me. You could die from 
it. It’s really bad. It’s really, really horrible.”

A snowy spring brings a breath of amnesty 
from the K2 pandemonium. 

As an April blizzard blanketed the city, 
Hennepin EMS deputy chief Mike Trul- 
linger scrolled through the emergency calls 
in his scanner to find a litany of medical 
emergencies—nothing too different from 
life’s ordinary procession of flus and falls, 
spontaneous labor and natural death. Arelief 

Trullinger is a veteran paramedic with 
more than 30 years in the service and a pulse 
on the baseline use of deadly opiates and 
amphetamines in Hennepin County, their 
usual expressions and basic treatments. 
But when K2 first appeared on the scene 
in its current, ultra-potent form, paramed¬ 
ics didn’t know what they were dealing 
with, he says. 

Physiologically, overdose patients were 
alternately stuporous and agitated, with 
blood pressures and body temperatures 
vacillating like a sine wave. They’d tremble 
and seize, fall and sustain bloody injuries, 
run through traffic and hide from help. 
Small groups of people would collapse all 
at once, and separate ambulances for each 
patient would leave their designated cover¬ 
age areas for the same pocket of the city. 

Their aggression complicates the work 
of paramedics, who would have to wrestle 
them into handcuffs under the scrutiny of 
disbelieving bystanders pointing phones. 
To avoid contact with potentially infec¬ 
tious blood and frothy saliva, emergency 
responders would cover patients’ heads 
in spit hoods, which to the untrained eye 
resemble plain plastic bags. To prevent 
patients from breaking apart their own 
muscles fighting restraints, paramedics 
would knock them out with small doses 
of Versed, a h 5 ^notic, or Ketamine, a horse 
tranquilizer. 


“Because they re so violent,” Trullinger 
says. “And we know they don’t mean it. I 
can’t even imagine what it must look like 
to have these people come at you, taking 
you to the mother ship. Until they’re lucid 
again, most of these people will have no 
recollection, and they’ll go out and reuse 
within hours sometimes.” 

At the start of the month, disturbing 
reports from Chicago warned that people 
were dropping dead from a new variant of 
S 5 mthetic marijuana. Cooks had thrown 
blood thinners into the mix, which were 
causing users to cough up blood and bleed 
from the eyes, nose, and ears. 

“If it’s there, it probably won’t be long 
until it hits the streets here,” Trullinger 
says. “Imagine wrestling with someone 
that’s being combative and now you’ve got 
that. It’s like, really? We need that on top 
of ever 5 Thing else?” 

In the hospital, doctors battle to keep 
patients alive. There’s no antidote to S 3 m- 
thetic marijuana, the way Naloxone reverses 
opioid overdose, so their methods boil down 
to old-fashioned emergency medicine and 
advanced cardiac life support. Keep them 
breathing, keep them calm, and in time 
their livers will clear the drug. 

Some patients, once resuscitated and 
aware that their K2 landed them in the 
hospital rather than a more desirable state, 
will hand over their drugs to researchers. 

Dr. Jon Cole of Minnesota Poison Con¬ 
trol analyzed samples and found they were 
all consistent with an obscure Japanese- 
made compound. His assessment of what 
happened in Minneapolis, which he pre¬ 
sented at a national toxicology conference 
in Washington, DC. this month, comprises 
the world’s clinical research on this drug. 
No one else had studied it. 

The virtual vacuum of medical literature 
poses a unique challenge for physicians. 
New drugs hit the streets faster than medi¬ 
cal journals can disseminate studies, so in 
the beginning. Cole says he and his trainees 
spent hours listening to podcasts on Erowid, 
an unconventional online database of psy¬ 
choactive plants and chemicals. It’s run by 
a pair of scientists who have assumed the 
monikers of Earth and Fire, and conduct 
interviews with drug users. 

It’s hard to see the full scope of Minneapo¬ 
lis’ K2 problem without several years’ worth 
of overdose tracking. But with the way the 
drug is cooked now, using compounds ever 
increasing in potency, first responders are 
tailing the morbidities as dealers continue 
to push the myth of “synthetic marijuana,” a 
marketing gimmick that invokes the image 
of a relatively benign high. 

“I don’t think any of us in the emergency 
medicine or toxicology community are ever 
sure what we’re seeing when we see K2,” 
Cole says. 03

Jessie Kresa took her wrestling gimmick from the squared circle to the barbecue pit

J essie Kresa is a gracious cook with 
a penchant for chatter. ODB is a 
pugnacious vamp with a stiff Bos¬ 
ton crab. 

Kresa grew up as a self-professed “good 
girl” from a Maple Grove hockey family 
but it wasn’t until she adopted the wres¬ 
tling persona of ODB that she became 
her truest self, a self she describes as the 
female Stone Cold Steve Austin. For those 
unfamiliar with WWE, picture the wily 
bartender at a roadside dive—the t 3 ^e that 
can flirt dirtier than the boys and would 
just as soon drag you out by your collar if 
you tried to play Journey on the jukebox. 

Unsurprisingly, ODB knows good 
eatin’, and when Kresa hung up her 
boots in 2014, the five-time Total Nonstop 
Action Wrestling champion decided to 
take her persona’s fun-loving bawdiness 
to the kitchen. 


Late in her career, she developed a line 
of whiskey-based barbecue sauces as away 
to keep the ODB brand alive post-TNA. It 
was a success, and in 2016, she opened a 
food truck called ODB’s Meat and Greet 
in Da34ona Beach, Florida. And on April 
24, she ended a three-year promotional 
tour to bring her truck to her hometown 
of Maple Grove at Omni Brewing. Other 
local events will follow. 

“I thought it was time to go home,” Kresa 
says. “That was the main goal, to bring my 
business home once I’d established it. It’s 
time to do that.” 

Kresa cooks the way she wrestles—no 
fancy moves, just hare-knuckle execution. 
Naturally, ODB isn’t slingin’ kale and orzo 
out of her mobile kitchen. ODB’s Meat 
and Greet serves down-home barbecue, 
the kind that any mark can enjoy. Kresa 
slow cooks her own pork butt for 10 hours 
in her personal “big ass” smoker. Her 
top seller is a pulled-pork bowl called 


Cup of Meat. It comes in three sizes: B, 
C, and DD. 

“I always wanted to see how far I could 
cross the line,” Kresa says, the sneer of ODB 
breaking through. 

Kresa developed the character of ODB 
when she was training with Eddie Sharkey 
in St. Louis Park. She’d come up short in 
the tryouts for the first season of Tough 
Enough —reality show where amateurs 
competed for a job in WWE—and so she 
looked up the storied trainer to try to 
build an on-screen character producers 
couldn’t deny. She was the only woman 
working in the gym at the time, and her 
experience locking up with male wrestlers 
like Shawn Daivari, Ken Anderson, and 
Austin Aries helped bring out something 
her brother had seen in her at a young 
age. She branded herself ODB (short 
for One Dirty Bitch), transforming her 
sibling’s adolescent jab into a redneck 
badge of honor. 


“ODB is a person you can relate to,” Kresa 
says. “I can sit and have adrink with you and 
talk real. It’s crazy, but it’s also laid-back. 
It’s like, ‘Holy shit, she really just did that?”’ 

Kresa got her start in 2003 in TNA, an 
Orlando-based promotion that’s still WWE’s 
biggest competitor today. She bounced from 
there to WWE developmental territory 
Ohio Valley Wrestling, where she was the 
first-ever Women’s Champion, but she soon 
found herself back in Orlando. In 2009, 
she won her first TNA Women’s Knockout 
Championship, getting over as a fan favorite. 
Over the next five years with TNA, she’d 
win that belt three more times, and she’d 
also reign as TNA Knockouts Tag Team 
Champion for a still-record 478 days. 

But her relationship with TNA was always 
tumultuous. Not only was the company in 
near-constant financial trouble, but it lacked 
consistent leadership and creative direc¬ 
tion. Kresa left TNA several times during 
her tenure, working shows at independent

promotions between her stints, but there 
was no solid future in continuing. Plus, she’d 
seen how wrestling can ruin your body over 
time, so when an opportunity to translate 
ODB to the culinary world presented itself, 
Kresa cinched in like a full nelson. 

‘T’ll go to these wrestling conventions, 
and I see these wrestlers that are legends, 
and I’ll be like, ‘Oh crap, they didn’t do any¬ 
thing with themselves.’ I didn’t want to end 
up like that,” Kresa says. ‘T never wanted 
people to be like, ‘Oh, that’s ODB? Yikes.’” 

Kresa’s break came after she made an 
appearance on Joey Fatone’s cooking show. 
My Family Recipe Rocks. On the episode, 
she invited the former N*SYNC baritone to 
the mobile home park in Clear Lake where 
she’d been living in her Airstream, showing 
Fatone how to rustle up bean dip, walking 
tacos, and bloody Marys using only camp¬ 
ground wherewithal. Itwas amagnanimous 
performance, and soon after, amanufacturer 
reached out to her about putting her name 
on a line of sauces. She insisted they be 
made with a whiskey base. 

“I’d never really thought about it, but I 
knew my wrestling was about to come to 
an end,” Kresa says. “But I’d always been 
into cooking since I was little, cooking and 
camping and entertaining people.” 

Kresa got in her Airstream and began 
circling the country promoting her sauces 
at conventions, leveraging connections in 
the wrestling business to book events. In 
2016, Jimmy Hart, the famous loudmouth 
wrestling personality who once managed 
Hulk Hogan, reached out. He wanted her 
to come to Da 5 Tona Beach and help manage 
his new wrestling-themed tiki bar. 

After running the kitchen at Hart’s res¬ 
taurant for a year, Kresa began exploring 
options for a food truck. That way, she 
could revive the road-dog lifestyle she’d 
perpetuated as ODB all while providing a 
roving showcase for her sauces. 

ODB’s Meat and Greet launched at Bike 
Week in 2017, and the truck has been a 
main-event-level draw at every event it’s 
rolled into since. That’s because it’s as much 
about wrestling as it is food service. The 
name “Meat and Greet” plays on those one- 
on-one convention appearances where fans 
can pay $15 for a handshake with a legend 
and a signed headshot. But that’s not ODB’s 
style. When she’s working in her truck, 
not only will she be serving up the sliders 
and nachos that remind you of home, but 
while the fryer is doing its magic, she’ll be 
leaning out the window, dishing on her time 
as a champion in the wrestling business. 

“It’s funny to see the fans come up to the 
food truck, and they say, ‘Oh damn, I didn’t 
know you were really gonna be here, you 
really do it!”’ Kresa says. “It’s just me on 
the truck. I’m no barbecue pitmaster, but 
I have stories, and I know how to cook.” 03

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NO HORSIN’ AROUND 

Lean on Pete is more than just a horse movie

A S a genre, horse movies tend to 
focus on a couple things: an almost 
supernatural bond between man 
and beast, and/or the indomitable 
spirit of both creatures. The reliance on 
these tropes makes for a lot of bland, color- 
by-number features. But every once in a 
while something novel emerges. 

While Lean on Pete carries the usual 
hallmarks, it's by no means a typical horse 
story. 

The movie starts out as a slice-of-life 
portrait, detailingthe relationship between 
15-year-old Charley Thompson (Charlie 
Plummer) and his single father, Ray (Travis 
Fimmel). The two have recently moved to 
Portland, and with his dad gone much of 
the time and no friends yet, Charley jogs 
around the city. He discovers a nearby 
racetrack and, after helping an old horse 
trainer named Del (Steve Buscemi) change 
a tire, asks for a job. 

It’s here Charley meets Lean on Pete, 
a losing quarter horse that Del describes 
as a ‘"pussy.” Charley—a soft-spoken and 


gentle kid—feels an immediate connection 
with the animal. 

When his dad is hospitalized, Charley 
begins spending more time at the track. 
Eventually Pete, whose foot has been 
bothering him, loses a race, and Del tells 
Charley he’s selling the horse. To save 
Pete from the slaughterhouse, Charley 
steals Del’s truck with the horse in tow 
and heads east in search of an aunt who 
may or may not live in Wyoming. 

At this point the narrative changes pretty 
dramatically. A coming-of-age tale and 
road-movie odyssey. Lean on Pete expands 
its focus beyond Charley’s relationship with 
Pete to the broader issue of youth home¬ 
lessness in America. As Charley siphons 
gas, dines and dashes, does whatever he 
has to do to survive, he slips further and 
further into a nightmare. And the sobering 
conclusion we land on—regardless of Char¬ 
ley’s fate—is that for millions of American 
kids, this isn’t a movie. It’s their reality. 

Director Andrew Haigh does a phenom¬ 
enal job translating Willy Vlautin’s 2010 
book to the silver screen. His approach feels 
both tender and matter-of-fact, singular

and far-reaching. Charley’s quest is pre¬ 
sented with disturbing realism without 
ever being heavy-handed. The result is a 
drama that feels like it could be a docu¬ 
mentary. Given the subject matter, that’s 
a powerful quality. 

Complementing Haigh’s work behind 
the camera, Charlie Plummer delivers an 
incredibly poised effort for an actor of any 
age, let alone an I8-year-old. Whether he’s 
tending to Pete or committing a crime, we 
root and lament for Charley. That’s in large 
part thanks to Plummer’s understated and 
endearing performance. He drives home 
just how easy it is for even the nicest person 
to fall into the margins. 

While Lean on Pete reaffirms certain 
aspects of the human condition—the will to 
survive, that ability to carry on—it’s more 
than anything a powerful and terrible 
reminder of the hardship many children 
face in this country. BS

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RECYCLING IS GOOD 

The Lorax reuses a beloved story in the best way

E nvironmental messages aimed at 
kids tend to be simple and easy. 
Recycle. Don’t litter. The Lorax, 
though, engages a hard, complex 
truth: Environmental stewardship requires 
personal sacrifice in the service of a global 
good. 

David Greig has written a superb stage 
adaptation of Dr. Seuss’ classic 1971 picture 
book, with songs by Charlie F ink of Noah and 
the Whale. The play premiered at London’s 
Old Vic in 2015, and Max Webster, who 
directed that production, now helms a U.S. 
premiere that’s playing at the Children’s 
Theatre Company before heading to San 
Diego for a summer run at co-producing 
partner the Old Globe. 

Finn Caldwell, puppet director for the 
Old Vic production, also came along for 
this run—and that’s important, since this 
Lorax is a puppet. H. Adam Harris voices 
the mustachioed orange creature, which 
he manipulates along with Meghan Kre- 
idler and Rick Miller. The Lorax’s foil is the 
Once-ler, played by a perfectly cast Steven 
Epp, who finds just the right tone for a 
character who needs to remain sympathetic 
even when he’s making destructive choices. 

The Children’s Theatre can go over 
the top with their Seuss adaptations, but 
Webster ensures that all the gags and gim¬ 
micks rest on a rock-solid foundation of 
stor 5 Telling and character-building. The 
show grabs you from its first moments, 
as we meet the Once-ler ensconced atop 
his rickety retreat, only green arms and 
glowing eyes visible.

A sizable ensemble seems even more siz¬ 
able due to the actors’ astonishingly quick 
changes among Rob Howell’s elaborate 
costumes. From Once-ler to forest crea¬ 
tures, the performers embody a range of 
roles with gusto. The show features many 
of the Twin Cities’ most charismatic and 
talented young actors along with veteran 
talents like Ansa Akyea and Autumn Ness. 

Perhaps the most daunting challenge fac¬ 
ing a Seuss adapter is getting the language 
right. Greig’s script celebrates Seuss’ glori¬ 
ously rh 5 d;hmic verse, while Fink’s songs 
range across an impressively broad sonic 
palette. Victor Zupanc’s dynamic band 
drowns the singers out on a couple of the 
more forceful numbers, but by and large, 
the show’s music tickles the ears. 

This rich production works on several 
levels, makingit well-suited for kids ranging 
from kindergartners to pre-tweens who 
will appreciate the pla^s more challenging 
themes, and will catch references like a 
quick Trump jab. Howell’s fun and fascinat¬ 
ing scenic design uses sets to tell the story, 
without relying on shortcuts like projections. 

This Lorax is the rare picture-book adapta¬ 
tion that actually expands and amplifies the 
text’s themes, rather than just shoehorning 
a bunch of extra scenes into the story. You 
may be surprised at just how hard it hits 
you, no matter what age you are. Bring a 
(compostable) tissue. 03

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DAD ROCK 

After a few years off, 
BNLX roar back with 
a new EP

E ven an indie-rock lifer like Ed 
Ackerson had to grow up at some 
point. 

The BNLX frontman and his 
wife, Ashley (also the band’s bassist), took 
the last few years off from the local rock 
scene to spend time with their adorable 
baby girl, Annika, who is just about to 
turn three. And Ed couldn’t be happier 
about their decision. 

‘T never really experienced adulthood 
until about two years ago,” he says. 'All these 
people that I knew who had kids and were 
doing that kind of adult stuff, I was always 
like, 'These people are so lame. They aren’t 
touring or hanging out at the bar until 2 
a.m. every night.’ But then all of a sudden, 
I fell subject to adulthood myself, and I was 
like, 'Oh, I get it now’ I have an enormous 
amount of empathy for people who are 
adults in a way that I never did before.” 

But that shift into parenthood hasn’t 
tempered the band’s sound. The trio 
(which also features drummer David

Jarnstrom) will return in a major way 
this Friday night, celebrating the release 
of EP #10 as part of BNLXFest 4 at the 
Uptown VFW. 

EP #i 0 is a hard-hitting collection of four 
songs, featuring scathing political commen¬ 
tary and inspired covers of Pink Fairies and 
Wire, two of the group’s influences. And as 
you might guess from the name, it’s also the 
10th of the EPs that BNLX have released 
at regular intervals since forming in 2010. 

"It’s like telling the news, every quar¬ 
ter,” Ackerson says of the EP series. "We 
put out like an album’s worth of material 
every year, but we do it in installments, so 
we could react

- kid. We thought 

we were going 
to be gone for six months, but we were 
gone for two years.” 

The EPs are typically packaged in card¬ 
board cases the band makes by hand in small 
batches. "So much music is consumed via 
streaming these days,” Ackerson explains. 
"There’s no physical product and your 
relationship with music is very abstract. 
It becomes easy to forget that this stuff is 
actually made by people and done in this 
process that is still very human and tan¬ 
gible. To have this thing that is made by the 


people who made 
the music that’s in 
it, to have this direct 
tangible connection, 
I feel is important. 
Because it under¬ 
scores the fact that 
this is still people in 
south Minneapolis 
who are working in 
their house making 
this cool stuff” 

And having their 
festival just up the 
road from Ack- 
erson’s Flowers 
Studio at the VFW 
reinforces that sense 
of community. "This 
is really just a neigh¬ 
borhood concern,” 
says Ackerson. "A 
really loud one.” 

BNLX self- 
released their last 
full-length. Good 
Light, in April 2015, shortly before Annika 
was born. They put it out in a limited run, 
with plans for a larger label to possibly 
pick it up. But due to what Ed refers to as 
a "difficulty in alignment,” it never saw an 
official release. 

While they do intend to revisit Good 
Light in the future, the band’s attention is 
now entirely focused on EP #10, and on 
that collection they sound recharged and 
ready to make some serious noise. "This is 
a really rabble-rousing collection of tunes,” 
Ackerson says. "The nature of our political 
environment is such that you absolutely 
can’t exist without having that stuff in your 
face all the time.” 

The EP expands the band’s sound as 
well. For their cover of Pink Fairies’ psych- 
rock jam "Do It,” BNLX step outside their 
sonic parameters to feature a saxophone 
solo from NYC music-scene veteran Greg 
Vegas, as well as spacey guitar tones from 
the legendary Sohrab Habibion (Edsel/ 
Obits/SAVAK). 

"We couldn’t have this long boogie-rock 
guitar solo on the outro of this song, so we 
had to do something weird with it,” Ack¬ 
erson says. "And I was out in New York 
hanging with those dudes, and I was like, 
'Why don’t you guys just do some weird 
shit on it?’ And they did, and it exceeded 
anything we had hoped for by a mile. It 
kicked the whole thing open.” 

Susstones, the record label that Ackerson 
has a major hand in, also took an extended

break in recent years. BNLXFest 4 will 
celebrate the label’s reemergence, with the 
release of EP #10 and Two Harbors’ Live 
at First Avenue. (The label also just put 
out Kraig Jarret Johnson & the Program’s 
self-titled album last week.) 

Now that he’s back in action, Ackerson 
is also planning on launching Flowers 
Lab, which will put out a few electronic 
design devices for studio recording, as 
well as bring in new bands that Ackerson 
personally enjoys to quickly record and 
put out some no-frills singles. 

‘There’s a lot of heavy lifting,” Ackerson 
says of recording bands and running a 
label. “You put a lot of energy and a lot 
of resources into a single thing that has 
a tendency to then just disappear after 
the first week an 5 rways, because that is 
just how things are these days. I want to 
get a little bit less precious about what 
we’re doing for releases. Say there’s a 
local band that I like, and I saw them 
play an amazing song at Mortimer’s last 
week—let’s go and record that thing. If 
there’s somebody that I want to be an 
advocate for, and I think this should have 
an at-bat in the world, let’s present it 
to people. Let’s do something and put 
it out next week. Not have a plan or a 
campaign. It’s something cool, let’s get it 
in front of people, maybe they will care, 
maybe they won’t.” 

Ackerson’s been making music around 
town for about a quarter-century, most 
prominently with Polara, but he’s still 
determined to surprise local music fans 
who may think they’ve got him pegged. “I 
think to some extent I was able to dynamite 
expectations a little bit, and reframe what 
I’m doing,” he says. “I hope that people 
understand that we’re trying super hard 
to innovate and to do things that have an 
energy and quality to them, instead of just 
trudging along and continuing to do our 
old thing, whatever people think that is.” 03
